Flood Control to 
Be Considered 


i While an aerial survey of the en- 
tire San Gabriel river canyon was 
still under way this week, Chief 
County 
Flood 
Control 
Engineer 


Eaton is considering the feasibility 
of plans for the construction of one 
of four types of dams as a substitute 
for the recently abandoned high dam 
project at what is known as the 
fork site. 


The four types mentioned as pos- 


sible successors to the proposed high 
structure are rock and earth -fill, 
combination rock and concrete, earth 
fill and rock dams. If it is deemed 
safe to construct any of these types 
at the fork site of the dam, it -will 
be limited in height to 380 feet. The 
abandoned high dam plans called for 
a structure rising 475 fetit above the 
stream bed. 


Eaton said, however, that no dam 


of "any type will.be built at the fork 
site unless it is adjudged absolutely 
safe and practical. 


The high dam plans were 'abandon- 


ed following an earth slide at the 
fork site last fall. Cessation of ac- 
tivity at the site left a balance of 
$21,000,000 in flood control bonds in 
the county treasury which, accord- 
ing ,tp legal opinion, cannot be used 
except for flood control and conser- 
vation work in the San Gabriel can- 
yon.

Table Showing 


Serious Decline 


*An interested group of men and 


women, representing some fifteen 
water companies, met in the Baldwin 
Park chamber of commerce rooms 
last Monday evening to consider the 
water situation in their district, with 
S. L. Watts, president of La Puente 
Water company, acting as chairman. 


The evening was spent in an in- 


formal way. A majority of those 
present took part in the discussion. 
A matter causing some concern was 
the report that a number present 
were confronted with the problem of 
a steadily lowering water level, 
necessitating the lowering of pumps 
or in some cases installing' newer 
and larger equipment to maintain the 
volume of water to meet the needs 
of the users. 


Investigation 
revealed the fact 


that this is not a problem confined 
to this particular district, but mana- 
gers of water companies and owners 
of pumping plants thruout the entire 
San Gabriel valley are confronted 
with like difficulties. 


Resentment was shown at this 


meeting to the action of the oflicials 
of Pasadena in attempting to deprive 
the rightful owners of-part of the 
yearly crop, in spite of the fact that 
an overdraft is being made at the 
present time on the underground 
supply, to meet the demands of the 
San Gabriel valley. This fact being 
proven by the rapid fall of the un- 
derground water plane. 


Fred C. Collins, field secretary of 


the San Gabriel Valley Protective 
association, briefly outlined the plans 
of the organization in water conser- 
vation and protecting the water 
rights of the San Gabriel valley 
against all invaders. He reported 
progress was being made by associa- 
tion engineers in compiling data to 
prove the entire water crop of the 
valley was being put to beneficial 
use, and there was no waste or sur- 
plus water in the San Gabriel valley.

The county of Los Angeles is attempting to run a ten-ton 


truck on a ton-and-a-half chassis. The load has rapidly in- 
creased, but the machine is the same that was used fifteen 
years ago. 


Regardless of who may be candidates for supervisor at 


the coming election, the taxpayers will be in just about the 
same position as before, unless the political machinery is 
speeded up to care for the gigantic business of this county. 
The people must supply new political machinery before they 
can expect the business to be transacted properly. 


We need more supervisors in this county, seven, or nine, 


instead of five; They should be paid more money, and the 
people should select men to occupy those positions who are 
nearly as possible worth the money. It seems almost incred- 
ible that the taxpayers allow such tremendously important 
business to be transacted by over-worked men who cannot . 
possibly do justice to all the tasks that are confronting them. 
An over-worked official becomes indifferent—no other situa- 
tion can be expected. He does not neglect the business that 
he handles, but he cannot give intelligent consideration to 
half the problems that are submitted to .him. That's just a 
plain fact. 


The result is that the groups of citizens best organized 


and most insistent get work done by the c&unty officials, and 
others, who do not have contact, are neglected. The super- 
visor cannot go out into his district hunting for something to 
do. He cannot initiate anything himself. • He has too much to 
do that has already been initiated and prepared for him. 
Therefore, some localities suffer, as has been the case in some 
instances, where many improvements should be made, but 
which are lagging because the proper attention cannot be 
given to them under the present political system. 


Any grocery store that was run on the plan in operation 


in county affairs would fail. When one man is handling the 
meat and the bread and the canned goods, and business gets 
so brisk he is swamped, the proprietor adds a clerk, or two 
'clerks. When county business gets so Congested it cannot 
be handled by one district supervisor, the county does what 
it can, and lets the rest die of inattention. 


County business has come to be a bargain counter. The 


strong and the alert get the bargains, and it is no place for 
the backward and the bashful. The big subdivisionists that 
maintain lobbies; the big contractors, get up to the countelr. 
THe back count ry^ unrepresented, pr poorly represented, gets

second turbine 
generator of 


133,000 horsepower capacity to be 
installed at the company's Long 
Beach steam station was placed in 
service yesterday. George C. Ward, 
executive vice-president of the com- 
pany, opened the trottle of the giant 
machine for the first time. 


The new .generating -unit, con- 


struction of which was begun in 
June, 1928, was completed at a cost 
of $7,500,000. 
The 
first 
133,000 


horsepower unit, in the third plant 
of the company's steam station on 
Terminal Island, Long Beach, was 
placed in operation last year. Pre- 
liminary engineering studies are be- 
ing made for the construction of a 
third unit of similar capacity. 
. E. H. Ballard, president of the 
Edison company, said that the. com- 
pletion of the- new steam generating 
unit gives greater assurance 
of a 


fully adequate power supply for 
southern and central California terri- 
tory served by the Southern Califor- 
nia Edison company. 


EFFICIENCY INCREASES 
'' Our company has" long been -rec- 


ognized as a leader in hydro-electric 
generation of power," Mr. Ballard 
said. 
"We have maintained this 


position since the completion of our 
Big creek-San Joaquin river project 
in the High Sierra and we are now 
exceeded by two eastern utilities in 
capacity of steam-electric generating 
stations. It is a source of satisfac- 
tion to know that the constantly in- 
creasing efficiency of the Edison com-
